| Working of the Forbes Mackenzie Act. 


From tha New York Tribune. 

Tho British Parliament passed an Actin 
1853, prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors 1m Scotlind betwee the hours of 11 
o'clock on Saturday night and 8 o'clock on 
Monday mornin Tt ia called tho * Forbes 
Mackenzie Act.” from the name of its nu- 
thor, Its juduence hns. proved: beneficial 
ip every way, but in none more than jy les 
soning disorder, daunkenness, and crime on 
Sanday. A circular addressed to mag 
trates, city oflivinls, superintendents of po 
lice, elaplains, governors, and officers of 
prisons, clergsinen, employers of labor, and 
others, requesting information as to the 
practical oporatign of the law, hag elfcized 
w body of testimony of great valuy, Tt ik 
demonstrated that there has been a sensible 
diminution in Uhose crimes traceuble divect 
ly to the use of strong drinks, as well ns in 
the number of commitments for drunken: 
ness; tat this diminution bears a regular 
proportion to the stringency with which 
the act lina been entorceds that the classes 
guite removed from criine (0 called) have 
been proportionally much more benefitted 
than the criminal gradeg, since, with the 
former, evasion is diffiznlt and disreputable, 
while the latter endeavor to chent the po 
lice 5 that private drinking is not seusibly 
increasod by the public probibition of sales 
on Sunday 7 that with the exception of in- 
verested parties, the act is nlroost universal 
ly upproved, 

The stutistics of erie in Edinburgh, 
Glasgow, and most of the larger towns and

We have sustained, countenanced, and upheld 
the most atrocious Election frauds that ever 
disgraced the franchise of a free people, to ac- 
complish our selfish purposes, yet this mat- 
ters not so long as our allegiance to the Crown 
of Great Britain is unquestioned. Jobbery 
{grows and futtens in our bureaus, and we 
wallow dajly ia the mire of corraption; yet 
Ottawa and Windsor Palace shall be oyr cry 
of victory. Weare adopts in the game of 
thimble rigging, and can shuflle our offices ay 
easy as our galoches; wo can tamper with 
the solemnity of oaths, and trifle with the 
gravest principles of the constitution, with 
the same case that the pettifogger quibbles 
with the law that regulates simple contracts ;

Ainérican Crisis, ‘thirteen in all,’ published 
occasionally during the progress of the Reyo- 
Ia anney War, . The Jastis on the peace; an- 
other, also, of the Righis of Man, parts of 
the first and second, written and published in 
London, in 1791 and ’92; author, also, of a 
work of Religion, Age of L’eason, part the first 
jandsecond. N, B.—I have a third part by 
mein manuscript, and an answer to the Bishop
